they moved their tassels from the 
right side to the left side of their 
caps, these young men and women 
ceased being students and became 
graduates. 

For this graduating class, 100 
students (32 percent) will attend 
four-year private colleges, while 
71 students (22 percent) will at- 
tend four-year public colleges. 
Eighty-nine students (30 percent) 
will attend two-year public col- 


leges, and five students will attend 
vocational/technical schools, while 
1 percent of the Class of 2013 will 
join the military, which leaves just 
3 percent undecided. 

But before receiving their diplo- 
mas, the Class of 2013 got some 
parting words from school admin- 
istrators, the mayor, and their class 
leaders.

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FEMA demands ‘rubber stamp’ action

AGAWAM — Building Inspector Erik Wight gave a brief 
presentation on the issue of floodplains at the June 6 meeting 
of the Agawam Planning Board. 

Wight said that the existing floodplain maps are based 
upon data that go back as far as the 1920s. But, of course, 
rivers change course over time, and in Agawam this truism 
applies to two, the Connecticut and the Westfield rivers. Fed- 
eral Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) has issued 
new maps based on contemporary data, and as Deborah Da- 
chos, director of planning and community development, told 
the board at the May 2 meeting, the town is required to adopt 
the FEMA maps and update its ordinance accordingly. 

Wight described this as a “rubber stamp” the town must 
apply to a federal decision. “Any community impacted by 
this [new data] has to adopt” the new maps, otherwise the 
residents will not be eligible to purchase insurance through 
the National Flood Insurance Program. Also, “no bank will 
lend money secured by the properties of people in the vul- 
nerable areas if this is not addressed.” 

By law, banks must require flooding insurance for any 
building that secures a mortgage from a federally-backed 
institution and that is within a flood plain. 

There was some half-joking discussion between Wight 
and the planning board members as to how he became the 
town’s point-man on flood maps. He said that the implicit 
tule in town is that “anything that can be assigned to the 


building department is.” 

He also said that he has received a lot of calls from home- 
owners asking whether their property was going to be inside 
or outside of the flood plains in the new maps. He does not 
yet know. 

The planning board voted unanimously to recommend that 
the city council accept FEMA’s maps, and discussed ways of 
communicating promptly with property owners about their 
effects. 

This is all part of a broader development: FEMA has been 
rolling out new floodplains maps for nearly a year now, be- 
cause a new law took effect in July 2012 that made signifi- 
cant changes to the National Flood Insurance Program. 

It is natural to connect these new maps with broader con- 
troversies over global climate change. Karl Martini, Ph.D., a 
physicist with his doctorate from Boston University, teaches 
about climate change at Western New England University 
in Springfield. He said recently, “One thing we’re fairly cer- 
tain of is that it is getting warmer,” that is, that the globe’s 
temperature has gotten roughly 4 degrees Fahrenheit warmer 
over the last two centuries. 

The specifics as to how much warming there has been and 
with what consequences change from one locale to another, 
he said. In our area, the winters are gradually getting shorter, 
which means earlier run-offs as the snow melts and there is a 
“more vigorous water cycle” in general. 

“Extreme events that have happened once every 100 years 
could now occur every 50 years,” Martini said.

You could 
get a sandwich at the Chat Luncheonette at 
278 Springfield St. or at Ella’s Restaurant on 
Main Street in Agawam Center. Ann O. said 
about Eisenhower, “He has a nice shiney 
head with a lot of brains in it.”

(2) the requirement that the IES cross- 
check Social Security Numbers (SSNs) at 
the point of application, with a minimum of 
9 specific state and federal databases and 20 
additional optional databases, to the extent 
that they are available; 

(3) the prohibition of the use of numeri- 
cal identifiers as placeholders for SSNs for 
periods in excess of 3 months; 

(4) the immediate phase-in of photo iden- 
tification on EBT cards for cardholders over 
the age of 18, beginning six months follow- 
ing the passage of the bill; 

(5) the prohibition of out of state EBT 
card use except in states contiguous to Mas- 
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sachusetts; 

(6) the increase of the potential fines on 
retailers who violate EBT prohibitions, as 
recommended by the most recent Cashless 
Commission; 

(7) the prohibition of the use of self-dec- 
larations as verification of applicant eligibil- 
ity; and 

(8) the phase-in of the implementation of 
an online payment system for rent and utility 
payments that would provide recipients with 
more flexibility to pay bills and an added re- 
source to budget benefits, while providing 
the Commonwealth with greater oversight 
over the use of cash assistance.

COUNCIL, from page 1 
tax rate is $27.79 per thousand. 

The school department request for FY 14 includes an op- 
erating budget of $38 million — an increase of 4.36 percent 
over the current $36.5 million appropriation — and $375,000 
in capital improvement requests. The total proposed school 
department budget is $38.5 million, which represents a 5.39 
percent increase over the current $36.5 million budget. 

The proposal also includes $3.2 million for general gov- 
ernment, a 2.07 decrease from the current $3.2 million; a 
public safety total of $8.9 million, a .86 percent increase over 
the current $8.9 million; and $4.9 million for public works, 
just 1.11 percent over the current $4.85 million figure.

Council hopeful questions term length 

Feeding Hills resident David Morin addressed the city 
council at its June 3 meeting regarding the term length for 
elected officials, a potential charter change that the council 
unanimously voted to put on the local ballot during a meet- 
ing last June. 

Elected officials have gone on record as stating that longer 
term lengths will allow them to accomplish more because 
they will not have to start campaigning for re-election so 
soon after being elected. 

The decision will ultimately be left to the voters, how- 
ever. 

Morin told the council last week that he was against that 
proposed charger change.

“T support keeping things the way they have been,” he 
said, adding, “I do think we need to look at [the charter] thor- 
oughly and make some changes, but I just don’t think these 
are the changes we need to make.” 

Morin said the savings the town would realize from hav- 
ing half as many elections is “just a drop in the bucket” and 
that it would be at the expense of “our one chance to hire or 
fire our elected officials.” 

He also pointed to the argument that longer terms would 
bring more stability to town government, and said that short- 
er terms do not make government unstable and instead, make 
it more accountable. 

“Tt is not as if we have all sorts of different people getting 
elected every two years,” he said. 

To those officials who state that re-election every two 
years is a hassle, Morin said. 

“Your job is not to run for re-election; your job is to be 
a city councilor,’ he said. “The mayor’s job is to be mayor, 
not to run for re-election. No one is making anyone run... so 
if running for re-election is distracting people from doing 
the jobs they were elected to do, I would say don’t run for 
re-election.” 

Morin said he believes the voters of Agawam are capable 
of choosing their officials every two years without there be- 
ing some sort of governmental instability. 

“We’ve done just fine with two-year terms,” he said. 

Morin then announced his candidacy for the city council, 
which will appear on the ballot this November. 

“T ask the people of Agawam to join me in opposing this 
change to our charter; join me in holding our town govern- 
ment accountable through the democratic process, every two 
years.”

AGAWAM — Police are reminding residents 
to exercise caution if they are ever on the re- 
ceiving end of a phone call that requests a 
Western Union money transfer, stating that 
such calls are more likely than not a scam. 

According to Agawam Detective Lt. Rich- 
ard Light, a phone scam took place in the 
parking lot of the Twin Silos miniature golf 
course last Wednesday, June 5, when a man 
received a call from a man stating his wife 
had been in a car accident with him and was 
being held against her will pending the re- 
ceipt of a money transfer. 

The man on the other end of the phone re- 
portedly told the distraught husband that his 
wife had no money on her and that she owed 
him $600 to repair the damage to his car. 


The man threatened that if the money wasn’t 
wired via Western Union, “you are not going 
to get your wife back,” said Light. 

The victim — who wasn’t identified by po- 
lice — was so hysterical that it took officers 
roughly 20 minutes to convince him to hang 
up on the scammer and call his wife. 

“And when he did, she answered her 
phone; she was fine,” said Light, who was 
one of the officers who responded. 

Light cautioned that people should take 
seriously any call that they receive indicat- 
ing a family member or loved one had been 
involved in an accident or is injured, but that 
the request for money — especially via West- 
ern Union — is a giveaway that the call is a 
scam. 

“Once you wire money somewhere via 
Western Union, you’re never going to get it 
back,” Light said.

Upcoming fundraiser to 
benefit Hartmann family 


Tom Hartmann, of Feeding Hills, a 46 
year-old husband and father, has been diag- 
nosed with cancer. The relatively rare chol- 
angiocarcinoma, a cancer of the bile ducts in 
the liver, has caused a tumor, which is block- 
ing the flow of bile, resulting in jaundice, 
pain and major weight loss. Due to the size 
of the tumor, there is no surgical option at 
present. After Tom commits to nine months 
of chemotherapy, hopefully, the size of the 
tumor will be reduced to a point where it can 
be removed safely along with a good portion 
of the liver. 

Because cholangiocarcinoma is so rare, 
Hartmann has been a patient in three dif- 
ferent hospitals since his diagnosis March 
15. Most recently, he has been cared for at 
Massachusetts General Hospital in Boston 
by a team of liver and oncology specialists 
familiar with this disease. Treatment going 
forward will involve chemo every two weeks 
and an invasive procedure every five weeks. 
Six of those procedures were necessary to 
stabilize his condition before treatment for 
the actual cancer could even begin. 

Hartmann has been the main source of in- 
come for the family, which includes Wendy, 
his wife of nearly 20 years, and three chil- 
dren; Taylor, 17; Cameron, 13; and Zoe, 8. 
If he is able to return to work at all, it will 
be far in the future, resulting in extreme fi- 
nancial hardship. Frequent and expensive 
trips to Boston specialized treatment, nurs- 
ing care at home and multiple co-pays are an 
added burden. 

Friends and relatives are raising money 
to help support the Hartmann family during 
this critical and troubling time. A benefit is 
planned for Saturday, June 29 at the Polish 
American Club, 139 Southwick St., Feed- 
ing Hills. The event will include food, mu- 
sic, raffles and a cash bar. Tickets are $20 
and children under 12 years old are free.

Make the most of every second 

Valedictorian Andrew Tang said 
while some of his classmates want 
to leave Agawam as soon they 
graduate, others aren’t ready to 
move on just yet. But they all agree 
on thing: you only live once; there 
are no second chances to relive any 
moment in time. 

“Someone once told me that life 
will never be exactly the same as 
the day before. You have to go with 
the flow and just roll with the tide,” 
said Tang. 

He told his class that no one is 
smarter than anyone else or better 
than anyone else, because every- 
one has their own unique strengths. 
“We just have to find them. We all 
started out the same way with the 
same amount of time to learn. We 
had exactly 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week, or 525,600 minutes a 
year,” he said. “I challenge each of 
you to make the most of every last 
second because once time has gone 
by, you’ll never get it back.” 

Tang thanked the Class of 2013 
for making the class extraordinary.

Memories more important 

than speeches 

Taylor Lunden, in her salutato- 
rian address, said graduation day is 
the day “we thought would never 
come; the day we start the next 
chapter, the day we celebrate our 
success.” 

She said it was difficult to fig- 
ure out how to say goodbye to the 
group of people who have been 
by her side for the past 12 years. 
“T thought, 30 years from now you 
probably aren’t going to remember 
what was said here today. You may 
not even remember who your class 
salutatorian was.” 

But she said they will remember 
how it felt to finally walk across 
the stage, to hold their diploma, 
and to read their name printed on 
it in bold letters. “It stands for so 
much more than just characters 
on a piece of paper,” said Lunden,

who called her classmates an “ex- 
traordinary group of people.” 


She said it seemed like a lifetime 
ago when they boarded a big yel- 
low bus for their first day of school 
— with backpacks strapped up and 
lunchboxes packed by mom. “And 
now, we'll have a fancy piece of 
paper to prove to ourselves that 
we finally made it.’ More impor- 
tantly, she added, “‘We’ll have our 
memories that we’ve built togeth- 
er. These precious moments will 
remain chiseled in our minds far 
longer than any words spoken here 
today.” 


‘We did a great job’ 

Kamelle Robinson, president of 
the Class of 2013, said his class 
was all about building each other 
up to achieve. 

“We are always proud to see 
records broken, home runs _ hit, 
touchdowns scored, three point- 
ers drained, and spikes smashed. 
Yes, there is usually one person 
who is recognized for these acts, 
but the team builds the individual 
player up. A team only grows and 
gets stronger as a solid friendship 
develops,” said Robinson, who is 
joining the Air Force. 

He added that the Class of 2013 
is a team of more than 300 players, 
with each person having a role to 
fulfill. “Apparently, we did a great 
job since we’re all about to walk 
across the stage and receive our 
trophies... I mean diplomas. Our 
season is done and high school is 
finally over. This is our chance to 
welcome a new life, a new role, 
and a new team.” 

Robinson told his classmates 
the people who have influenced 
their lives -- whether they know it 
or not — have a lasting impact on 
who they have become. “Look at 
the person next you. Neither of 
you may know it, but you have 
probably influenced his or her life 
in some small way. You’re more 
than just a name. This jungle we’re 
leaving, this team we’re retiring 
from, has made us who we are to- 
day — the greatest class to ever step 
foot in AHS.” 
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With sunshine and blue skies, it was a perfect opportunity 
for AHS teacher Doreen Egan to take a picture of one of 
her students, Jeannie Wysocki, before graduation began. 


Administrators, mayor 
address graduates 

In his seventh graduation ad- 
dress, Steve Lemanski told the 
Class of 2013 that he is “privileged 
to be principal” of a high school 
with so many gifted and talented 
students. 

Lemanski said that when he 
thinks about students in the Class 
of 2013, the words courage, sense 
of purpose, and “all-around good- 
ness” are among the first to come 
to mind, specifically when ac- 
knowledging the many student- 
leaders and vivid personalities in 
the class. “I’m proud of all of you 
for your hard work, determination, 
and will.” 
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Looking out at a sea of brown 
and white gowns, Lemanski told 
the seniors that graduation “is 
a very exciting and emotional 
time” in their lives. He added 
that he hoped their experiences in 
the Agawam Public Schools will 
serve them well as they move for- 
ward. 

He urged the students to “re- 
member what got you here” and 
to “cherish” their last moments to- 
gether as the Class of 2013. “Expe- 
riences in school and in life are im- 
portant. Use what you’ve learned 
to help make your next decision. 
Lead by example and forever em- 
brace your education.” 

In his commencement address, 
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Superintendent William Sapelli 
told the Class of 2013 that “in the 
blink of an eye you went from pre- 
schoolers to seniors and now are 
embarking on a new chapter of 
your life.” 

He urged them to take the time 
to enjoy each and every day as it 
unfolds. “Take some of the air out 
of your fast-moving tires, slow 
down and identify what is impor- 
tant, prioritize.” 

Sapelli said graduation “is one 
of those special moments that will 
happen only once in your lifetime. 
Your high school graduation is a 
milestone to be celebrated with 
friends and family.” 

His parting words to the Class 
of 2013 were that each generation, 
each person, and each graduating 
class is unique. “Determine what 
makes you unique, set goals to 
enhance your strengths, and take 
advantage of your family’s sup- 
port and encouragement to reach 
those goals. Take today, your high 
school graduation day, and make it 
the starting point of what matters 
most in your life.” 

Mayor Richard A. Cohen told 
the Class of 2013 not to worry too 
much about “what” they’re going 
to do with your lives because the 
“how” is more important. “The fact 
that you’re here now demonstrates 
that you’re on the right track. And 
that’s cause for celebration.” 

He said the Class of 2013 was a 
great class — both athletically and 
academically. But those experienc- 
es — as great as they were — are just 
“prerequisites” for what’s about to 
transpire in their lives. “You are 
going to be ‘marred by dust and 
sweat and blood’ that comes with 
the next chapter of your lives. It’s 
going to knock your socks off. But 
these marks and these challenges 
will lead you to greatness.” 

In his final words to the Class 
of 2013, Cohen said: “Be earnest 
in your endeavors, be bold in your 
decisions, but be forever humble. 
Have a palate for learning, a taste 
for discovery, and a hunger for bet- 
terment.”

onnor Liebel graduated last week from 

AHS with many wrestling achievements 
— including two-time Western Mass champi- 
on and the school’s all-time winner with 128 
victories — but his biggest reward is picking 
up a new wrestling scholarship. 

The 18-year-old was awarded $500 when 
he received the inaugural Tomkiel-Parker 
Wrestling Scholarship June 6 at the Senior 
Awards Nights Banquet. The Hellenes’ 
Scholarship Foundation recently established 
the scholarship to pay tribute to two former 
Agawam wrestling coaches, Kirk Parker and 
Phil Tomkiel, who mentored hundreds of 
youth for more than 30 years. 

Liebel, one of six applicants, said he’s 
“elated” and “honored” to receive a scholar- 
ship honoring two coaches who helped guided 
his wrestling abilities. “Both have been a large 
part of my life. To be acknowledged for my 
wrestling accomplishments through this schol- 
arship is a privilege ll always appreciate.” 

The Hellenes’ Scholarship Foundation was 
established in 2006 by Charles Alvanos and 
his wife, Susan in memory of their mothers, 
Mercina Alvanos and Kathleen Novotney. 
The Parker-Tomkiel Wrestling Scholarship 
is its seventh — and newest — scholarship. 

“Both coaches have been excellent role 
models for kids and also have been an inspi- 
ration to me as a parent. In addition to skill, 
it takes a great deal of intelligence to be an 
elite wrestler,’ said Charles Alvanos, who 
became a huge wrestling fan when his son 
Chris started wrestling at AHS as a fresh- 
man. 

According to the Agawam couple, their 
foundation is named for the Hellenes — men 
and women of Hellenic or Greek descent 
whose culture, together with that of ancient 
Palestine, shaped current Western civiliza- 
tion. 

Recognizing athletics, academics 

Alvanos said wrestling was one of the first 
events in the original Olympic Games in an- 
cient Greece. “The scholarship keeps wres- 
tling in the forefront as a sport and recog- 
nizes both the academic and physical part of 
the sport,” he added. “It also coincides with 
the Hellenistic philosophy and belief in the 
development of the total man — body, mind 
and spirit — that wrestling embodies, along 
with an emphasis on character building.” 

Liebel said Parker — who retired recently 
after a 34-year career as an Agawam physi- 
cal education (PE) teacher — has been part 
of his life ever since kindergarten. “He’s the 
reason I became interested in wrestling when 
I was just 5. As an Agawam Youth Wrestling 
coach, he encouraged me to follow my older 
brother Ryan in wrestling.” 

Wrestling also became a “family affair” 
for Liebel. His younger brother Brennen 


joined the team a year later, his father Bri- 
an coached until the brothers reached high 
school level, and his mother Stephanie was 
“the booster mom of all booster moms.” 

Liebel said he’s very grateful that Parker 
was in his corner coaching him for 13 years. 
“Without coach Parker’s influence over the 
years, I’m not sure I would’ve set the school 
record for most wins. I still remember those 
early years, rolling around on the mats with 
my kid brother. It was coach Parker who 
taught us the fundamentals,” he said. 

“He had a way of coaching that made it 
enjoyable, yet tough and strenuous. He made 
us work hard and not even know it. But it 
was his style and technique that gained my 
utmost respect over the years,” added Liebel. 
“T could always count on him for advice, en- 
couragement, and a pat on the shoulder when 
it was all over — whether I won or lost. Coach 
Parker taught me it wasn’t always about the 
win. It was about going out there and giving 
it your all.” 

Coaches thrilled, honored 
by scholarship 

Parker said he’s “thrilled and humbled” to 
be included in a scholarship with Tomkiel. 
It’s a “major highlight” of a coaching career 
that began at Enfield High School in 1974. 
He called Liebel the “ideal” choice for the 
first scholarship. 

“Connor is a smart wrestler. He’s highly 
skilled and experienced — very little catches 
him off guard. He’s top-notch — in school 
and on the mat,” said Parker. 

Tomkiel is pleased Liebel was awarded 
the scholarship. “Connor worked long and 
hard,” he said. “I’m also honored to be re- 
membered for my accomplishments in wres- 
tling with this scholarship.” 

Liebel said he knew Tomkiel only as his 
seventh-grade PE teacher. When he reached 
AHS, Tomkiel had retired from a 25-year 
coaching career in Agawam. During that 
time his teams won 10 consecutive sectional 
titles — still a state record — and Tomkiel was 
inducted into the National Coaches Hall of 
Fame. He retired from teaching in 2009. 

“Over the years I have heard stories of his 
accomplishments,” said Liebel. “It would’ve 
been nice to have had the opportunity to be 
coached by the legendary coach Tomkiel. 
He’s kept track of what’s been going on in 
Agawam — so I hope I’ve made him proud 
by being named outstanding wrestler at the 
Phil Tomkiel Holiday Tournament for the 
past two years.” 

Liebel, who will take business marketing 
courses at AIC, said wrestling influenced 
his college decision. “AIC has an excellent 
wrestling program. Being close to home, 
my family, my coaches, my teammates and 
friends — all who have helped me and sup- 
ported me in my wrestling career — will 
have the opportunity to continue to see me 
wrestle.”

But Needham proved to have more fight 
as they came back in the third set and would 
score the win 25-21 in the third set.

Is your smart phone damaged or not working properly? 
A&M Phone Tech is the new store in Feeding Hills that can 
help you protect you valuable electronic devices. 

“T looked around here and there wasn’t anything for a cell 
phone store so I decided to open one just to have one in the 
community,” said Kamal Mirzay, owner. 

Mirzay opened his doors on Southwick Street to the public 
April 1. The store sells accessories for all electronic devices, 
cell phones and tablets. It also carries screen protectors, sty- 


lus and chargers. 


“Pretty much anything you can think of to protect your 


electronic device, we have it,” 


said Mirzay. 


The store offers pre-paid phone plans from major carriers, 
will purchase old phones and can do repairs on electronic 
devices, especially broken screens. 

For the last few years, Mirzay has worked at a kiosk cart 
at the Holyoke Mall at Ingleside selling accessories. He ac- 
quired the skill of being able to repair electronic devices and 
phones. He is ZAGG screen shield installation certified. 

“Tf you purchase something at a kiosk and there is a prob- 
lem, some of them are not there permanently. We’re not here 
for a few months, we want to help people as much as we 


can. 


This is a community store that is permanently here and we 
can offer a warranty,” said Mirzay. 

Mirzay explained that a $30-$40 tablet case can be sold 
cheaper at his store than in the mall because they don’t have 
such a large overhead. Some stores, he shared, pay upwards

of $4,000-$5,000 a month. 

“A smaller place like this is much different. There’s that 
benefit of coming here and spending less to get the same 
exact thing. It’s the same quality but with a better price and 
more service,” said Mirzay, who felt that opening a small 
store away from the mall would be a better and stronger way 
to grow in business. 

The store offers cell phones for pre-paid phone plans and 
customers can get help with SIM cards and transferring an 
existing number to a new phone that they want to use. 

“Tt’s cheaper and you can save a lot of money on a month- 
ly basis. Pretty much within three or four years all the big 
companies will no longer have contracts for cell phones. Pre- 
paid, no-contract phones are getting more popular and the 
future,” said Mirzay. 

The 24 year-old from West Springfield also has a very 
good reason for opening up his own business: to put himself 
through college. 

“The main reason I’m doing this is to make enough money 
to continue my education. I pay for my own college and am 
enrolled in Westfield State University,’ said Mirzay. The 
criminal justice major hopes to one day become a Massa- 
chusetts State Police trooper. 

Currently, he offers a 10 percent discount for military and 
police at the store.
